Work ^was. well under way this 


week at the new factory at the 
Keeney Grove tract on Bonita ave- 
nue, near Irwindale avenue. 


The factory building, which has 


17,000 square feet of floor space, is 
to manufacture enameled tile, and 
all the best known types of terra 
cotta for walls and floors. 'There is 
a difference in the type of this tile, 
as it is made in all colors, and is 
manufactured by the cold process. 


The manufacturer is Max Ball, re- 


cently from Germany, where he has 
made a life-study of this work, and 
his affairs are being handled by E. 
K. Albright, who has had much to 
do with the building of a group of 
factories at Keeney Grove. It was 
stated this week that the factory 
will employ about 100 people. The 
first product to be turned out is that 
of enameled wall tile, now being used 
very extensively in construction. It 
is expected that as the business 
grows another factory will be open 
ed to make floor tile. 


The Steel Furniture company, a 


large corncern within a few hundred 
yards of the tile factory, 'has install 
ed all its types of steel dies and 
other .machinery, and is to begin 
quantity production of steel desks 
and other kinds of steel furniture 
it was stated.

lighting life is placed at ten hours.

Engineer E. C. Eaton of the Los An- 
geles county flood control district. 
The chief engineer has been spend- 
ing a large amount of time in inspec- 
tion of local conditions throughout 
the San Gabriel valley. 


The Los Angeles river rectification 


began at the same time, starting at 
Pacoima avenue and working up- 
river. Work is also being done on 
the lower cud. San Antonio wasii is. 
being worked at the present levees 
and with the work progressing down- 
stream. 


All channels crews will be at work 


in all parts of the district in sixty 
days. Thirty-five crews will probably 
be employed, or about the same num- 
ber as last year. More channel work 
was effected last year than in any 
year since the flood district was 
formed.

Controlling posts on citrus treea 


by means of spraying or fumigating 
is not in any sense an easy task, 
and although rapid strides of im- 
provement have been made in the 
way of better materials and methods 
of application, thorn is still much to 
be desired in these two phases of 
pest control. It is not only difficult 
in many cases to select the best ma- 
terial for a particular pest, but it is 
especially difficult to apply the ma- 
terial properly to the tree. This is 
mainly due to the small margin of 
safety between getting a material 
to have sufficient killing powers of 
the pest withing damaging the plant, 
and applying it so that greatest num- 
ber of pests possible are affected. 


In order to establish as much uni- 


formity and effectiveness as possible 
in the various Spraying and fumigat- 
ing practices, the horticultural com- 
missioners of Los Angeles, Orange, 
San Bernardino and Riverside coun- 
ties have in the paat drawn up cer- 
tain' requirements and recommenda- 
tions which the operators are to fol- 
loy?- Recently1 the commissioners met 
and discussed these for the purpose 
of making' several desired changes. 
Fumigation requirements were not 
changed but several additions were 
made to those used for spraying. 


Those requirements which have 


been in use for several years in 
spraying are that all equipment used 
by sprayers shall be kept in good 
repair when in use; that work shall 
not be carried on when wind is 
strong enough to interfere with prop 
er application of material, and that 
work shall not be carried on during

rainy weather or when trees are wot. 
Also that each sprayer shall submit 
on tho first of each month a report 
o the county horticultural commis- 
oner, showing for each piece of 
ork performed during the previous 
onth, a complete record of tho 
>ray job and that carelessness in 
^plication of material or other cvi- 
ences of abuse of privilege to do 
usiness shall constitute grounds for 
evocation of license or certificate 
isued. 
In addition to the above, t'iifse 
)ur 
commissioners are requiring 


lat a daily record be kept on file 
or a period of one year, showing 
or each spray job done, the temper- 
ture, time of application of each 
ank, strength and kind of material 
sed, knd the name of the grower, 
nd that this record shall be f urnish- 
d the grower or county horticul- 
iral commissioner upon request, 
his is for the purpose of having a 
scord available for those concerned, 
: any question of damage or other 
actors should come up later on. 


Another new requirement which 
pas formerly a_ recommendation is 
hat the contents of each tank shall 
e thoroughly agitated before, at 
tarting and after each stop before 
pplication, and that the agitator 
hall be kept going ,where the coni- 
ination sprays are used, while fili- 
ng and until tank is empty.

Adding another distinctive type of 


•modified Spanish architecture to the 
growing number of fine residences in 
and near Covina, the home built for 
Mr. and Mrs. Herman Allison on Co- 
vina boulevard has just been com- 
pleted by A. W. Feist, architect and 
builder, of Covina. 


The home compares well with any 


of this type to be seen in southern 
California, and is of distinct credit 
to Mr. Feist, who is also the archi- 
tect and creator of many modern 
residences throughout 
the valley. 


Set is the midst of an orange grove, 
its contrasting colors with the green 
of the foliage gives it a compelling 
beauty. Mr. Allison is of the firm of 
Damerel and Allison, shippers and 
packers of oranges. 


In the upper balcony the bright- 


colored spindles, exterior drapes and 
general scheme lend a romantic as- 
pect to the building.

Thieves in the Night— 


Qrchardists are aroused as never before at the amount 


of thieving in the groves. It is not something to be dismissed 
lightly, for when a thief gets away with a truckload of or- 
anges he has taken a lot of money out of the hands of the 
grower. It may be enough to make the difference in profit 


* and loss on that grove. 


Sheriff Traeger has responded with aid to the growers, 


and there are men patrolling nightly all over the valley. We 
must, however, employ vigilance individually. The Azusa 
growers have offered a liberal reward, and the orchardists 
Jn the Covina valley are ready to do the same, and to prose- 
cute to the limit. Most of the depredations are committed 
by men from a distance, who are stealing to sell in the big 
cities. There is no difference between an orange thief and 
the one who lifts your watch, excepting that the man steal- 
ing oranges generally gets more-value than the best watch 
ever manufactured. 


The Crime Menace— 


Buron Fitts, world war veteran, and for a number of 


years chief deputy in the district attorney's office, now 
lieutenant governor, has made the declaration that he is a 
candidate for the position of district attorney of Los Angeles 
county. 


Something about this man has always bred confidence. 


We cannot expect that he can clean up this county unaided 
and alone if elected, but there is a feeling among the general 
mass of citizens that Fitts will lead the clean-up campaign 
with sincerity and ability. 


We cannot ask more. Crime is very sinister in the United 


States. Criminals like to live in southern California as well 
as other citizens who conduct an honest business. Not all 
the crooks are congregated on Main and Spring streets in 
Los Angeles. There are some occupying palatial offices who 
are a greater menace to our social structure. That is what 
is to make this campaign for the election of a district attorney 
a very remarkable one. There is money and tremendous 
pressure that we know about, and which will not fight in the 
open, and it isn't in the realm of the organized gamblers and 
thugs altogether. Buron Fitts knows the situation. What 
must be done is that the citizenry enmasse organize for Fitts, 
and stamp out the crime menace confronting the county and 
the nation. 


Organized crime exists, but it is a very small part of the 


general scheme of society. The mass of people is honest, 
law-abiding and ready to rally to a leatier, if they can trust 
him. 


The atmosphere surrounding Buron Fitts is that-of hon- 


esty and ability. He has powerful friends in the Republican 
and the Democratic party alike. The office he seeks is non- 
partisan. 


There is a bitter fight coming. There are men with in- 


fluence who don't want a fearless, straightforward man in 
the district attorney's office. They will spend a lot of money. 
The gamblers, bootleggers, racetrack touts will be against- 
him to a man. There is plenty of strength in the county to 
elect Buron Fitts if all conscientious citizens decide to do it. 
But it must be a concerted campaign, and the crooks, whether 
on Spring street or in.some of the residential districts, must 
be fought with courage and determination. Society is clean 
in the main. The people will rally to a clean and honest man. 
And Buron Fitts seems to be the man.
